notebook in his Inside coat pucket. In 
which ho set down a heterogeneous 
collection of notes o£ his own observa- 
tions—a well turned sentence, a good 
name, tho possible title of a book. One 
of these entries, I remember, read, 
"Tho hands of the village clock closed 
like a pair of shears and cut the night 
lu twain."
